1 hits the UK! 

The iconic muscle car will be coming to 
dealerships, in right-hand drive, with warranties! 


• Half a century after it was 
launched, Ford’s Mustang 
is still one of the most 
universally recognised and 
desired cars of all time. 
Which is strange, given that 
it’s common as muck and 
not very expensive. 

• So how has the Mustang 
stayed on top for 50 years? 
Well, movies, muscle and the 


ability to make everyone 
smile have a lot to do with it. 

And now, for the first time in 
decades, the new one will be 
officially available in the UK. 

• This “global” Mustang is not 
a retro muscle car, especially | 
up front where squintier 
eyes (more tiger than horse) g 
frown either side of the | 
iconic open grille. There’s 















a bonnet rippled with biceps¬ 
like creases and air intakes, 
with similar creases running 
over the length of the roof. 

• From the side and rear, the 
Mustang is much more 
traditional - bulging haunches 
over the rear wheels and the 
hallmark six vertical slits for 
rear lights. The matte black 
rear panel and front grille 


show no Ford badging, just a 
huge chrome galloping horse. 

• Back in the’70s, you could 
buy a Mustang with a four- 
cylinder engine. And it 
wasn’t big, or rapid. And 
you can again, because Ford 
has fitted their 2.3-litre 
“Ecoboost” turbo unit 
that, with 305bhp, almost 
matches the Ford Focus RS. 


• But instead of affordable mpg, 
you could always flick the 
finger at four pistons and stick 
with the classic V8 recipe - 
Ford’s “Coyote” 5.0-litre is still 
on the options list (0 to 62mph 
in 4.3 secs, 155mph top speed). 
Tell the missus that at around 
£30k it’s stacks cheaper than 
any AMG Merc, and there’s 
room for four adults!

Your director - Jose Padilha 
- also did the awesome Elite 
Squad movies about Brazillian 
death squads.
